placed slot machines, according 
to 
W. H. Blodgett in the Indianapolis 
News. 
According 
to the 
testimony 
ot 
Yount, he placed the machines 
in 
various citnes outside of Muncie and 
■that Williams, the deputy prosecutor 
and Mayor Bunch shared in the pro­ 
fits. Yount certainly got his 
dates 
mixed when he 
testified 
regarding 
the 
placing 
of slot 
machines 
in 
Rushville. . There has not been a slot 
machine 
operating 
here since the 
late Dennis O'Neil 
pulled his cele­ 
brated raid. 
0 
Yount came here in May, 1014 and 
saw several people with regal'd 
to 
placing some machines, but when the 
officers got word of it the plan was 
quickly given a death blow. Mayor 
Bebout would not give 
Yount per­ 
mission to install the machines and 
he left Rushville apparently giving 
it up as a bad job. 
The following is from the Blodgett 
story of the Muncie trial: 
' Yount, on cross-examination, test­ 
ified that at the time he arranged to 
put slot machines in Muncie he had 
the machines in many towns and ci­ 
ties in western Ohio and eastern In­ 
diana. Among the places in Indiana 
he favored with slot machines were 
Richmond, College Corner, Hartford 
City, Bluffton, Montpelier, Albany, 
Rushville, Dunkirk, 
Redkev, Penn- 
ville, Fiat and other places he could 
not remember. 
The planting of the machines 
in 
Rushville did 
not 
cost 
anything. 
Yount testified on cross-examination, 
and after the machines were put in 
he proposed to sell W illiams a half 
interest in them. 
Williams said he 
was bard up and could not go into 
the deal. 
“And that was about the time you 
say you were paying Gene Williams 
a ~ large 
amount 
of money 
each 
week ?•” asked Mr. O’Neil. 
“Yes, sir, but Gene was spending 
a big lot of money about that time/' 
replied the witness.

salary.

000 and for the other $200,000. 
They were two of the 
$2,000,000 
collection of rare tapestries, gather­ 
ed together from the four corners of; 
the earth by the late 
J. 
Pierpont 
Morgan and sold after his death by 
his son J. P. Morgan. 
The Tapestries were today remov­ 
ed from their places in the Metropo­ 
litan Museum and delivered to Mr. 
Wdiener, who took them to his Phil-. 
. 
* 
adelphia home. 
The Mazarin tapestry is one t>f 
the greatest works of its kind extant 
and some authorities have 
written 
that it is without 
a peer 
in 
the 
whole world of art. 
. It was owned by Cardinal Mazar- 
in, who guided the 
Government of 
France durmg the minority of Loifis 
XIV. and hence it is always identi­ 
fied by his name. 
It is one of those splendid pic­ 
ture cloths which 
are 
associated 
with the golden age of tapestry. It 
w as woven about the year 1500. Its 
foundation is silk and wool and it is 
rich in thread of silver and gold. \ 
Its striking contrasts in material 
and the treatment of ribs and hatch­ 
ings combine into a woven 
picture 
which is convincing and comprehen­ 
sive. 
The work is composed as a 
triptyoh. 
It is divided 
by 
Gothic 
columns into three divisions and the 


side wings as a triptyoh. It is divi­ 
ded by Gothic columns into three di­ 
visions and the side wings in turn 
are divided two-thirds of the way 
up by Gothie arches.

use of trained dogs and sea-ravens 
in the chase of enemy submarines is 
an idea ju s t suggested to the 
new 
French Ministry of War Inventions. 
The Ministry declines to reveal the 
name of the suggestor or to admit 
that experiments are being made 
at 
the present with the animals. 
It is 
wiling however, that the public know 
about the idea. 
According to the would-be subma- 
© 
rine catcher, all vessels should be 
equipped with a corps 
of 
trained 
dogs and Chinese sea-ravens, the 
latter of the kind native to Chinese 
waters. 
In training the animals the 
dogs 
should be taken either aboard ship 
or to the water’s edge where a sub­ 
marine 
would 
be 
available; 
and 
where they would be taught to re- 
* 
cognize the peculiar 
sound 
which 
comes from a submarine’s propeller 
when the entire vessel is under wa­ 
ter. 
The keeness of a dog's hearing, it 
is asserted, could detect as no mic­ 
rophone or other mechanical instru­ 
ment possibly could, the approach of 
a submarine. 
The 
dog 
would 
be 
taught to bark 
at the sound. 
This 
training would 
require. but a few 
weeks. 
With the sea-ravens, it is admit­ 
ted, the schooling 
would 
be 
more 
difficult. 
The sea-ravens would be taken to 
a submarine, to the periscope 
of 
which would be attached a piece of 
raw meat. 
The sub would then nav­ 
igate with both the periscope and the 
piece of meat submerged. 
The sea-raven, 
its keen 
senses 
of vision and smell for under-water 
food, would quickly detect the chunk 
of meat and the periscope and follow 
them until they came to the surface 
where 
the 
raven 
quite 
naturally 
would perch on the periscope. 
A fter both the dog and the sea- 


raven became reasonably better per­ 
fect individually they would then be 
tried out together. 
Through the association the sea- 
raven, would come to know the in­ 
stant the dog barks that there was a 
periscope in the vicinity presumably 
with a piece of raw meat attached. 
Once the periscope 
reached 
the 
surface and the sea-raven 
perched 
on it the French gunnel's would of 
course fire the fatal shot. 
Appended to the idea as submit­ 
ted, is ii long list of statistics on the 
number of sea ravens available in 
Chinese waters, together 
with 
de­ 
tailed instructions for their impor­ 
tation. 
The Ministry of Inventions 
feels 
that the only point the inventor ov­ 
erlooked was how to teach the sea- 
raven to get off the periscope.

eastern Indiana in which lie had 
placed slot machines, according to 
W. H. Blodgett in the Indianapolis 
News. 


According to the testimony of 


Yount, he placed the machines 
in 


various cities outside of Muncie and 
that Williams, the deputy prosecutor 
and Mayor Bunch shared in the pro- 
fits. Yount certainly got his dates 
mixed when- he -testified 
regarding 


the placing of slot machines in 
Rushville. . There has not been a slot 
machine 
operating here since the 


late Dennis O'Neil pulled, his cele- 
brated raid. 
^ 


Yount came here in May, 1914 and 


saw several people •with regard to 
placing 7?ome machines, but when the 
officers got word of it the plan was 
quickly given a death blow. Mayor 
JBebout would not give Yount. per- 
mission to install the machines and 
he' left Rushville 'apparently giving 
it up as -a bad job. 


The following is from the Blodgett 


story of the Mnncie trial: 
' Yount, on •cross-examination, test- 


v'ified that at the time he arranged to 
'put slot machines in Muneie he had 
the machines in-many towns and ci- 
ties in western Ohio -and eastern. In- 
diana. Among the places in Indiana 
lie favored with slot maehines^were 
Richmond, College Corner, Hartford 
City, Bluffton, Montpelier, Albany, 
Eushville, Dunkirk, Redkey, Penn- 
ville, Fiat -and other places he could 
not remember. 


The planting of the machines in 


Rushville did not cost 
anything. 


Yount testified on cross-examination, 
and after the machines were put in 
he proposed to sell Williams a half 
interest in them. Williams said he 
was hard up and could not go into 
the deal. 


"And that was about the time you 


eay you were paying Gene Williams 
a large amount of money each 
•week*-" asked Mr. O'Neil. 


"Yes, sir, hut Gene was spending 


'a big lot of money about that time," 
replied the witness.
